RESOLVED : 

(a) that cognisance be taken of the report of the Executive Mayor regarding the Draft 
2020/21 Medium-Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework for the Rand West City 
Local Municipality; 

2003 (Act 56 of 
20031 . that the draft annual budget of the municipality for the financial year 2020/21 
and the multi-year appropriations as set out in the following tables as contained in the 
2020/21 Draff MTREF budget be approved for review:
